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BRITAIN 


FINNISH LOAN 
PUN PUT UP 
TO CONGRESS 


INCREASE PROPOSED 
IN EXPORT-IMPORT 
BANK FUNDS

Washington, Jan. 16 (AP)— Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt put the question 
of a loan to Finland up to con­ 
gress today, 
with 
a suggestion 
that it be done by increasing the 
funds of the export-import bank 
and declaration that such action 
would not drag the United States 
into war. 


“There is without doubt In the 
United States a great desire for 
some action to assist Finland to 
finance the purchase of agricul­ 
tural surplusees and manufactur­ 
ed products, not including imple­ 
ments of war,” he said in a letter 
dispatched to both Vice President 
Garner and Speaker Bankhead. 


“There is at the same time un­ 
doubted opposition to the creation 
of precedents which might lead to 
large credits to nat'ons in Eur­ 
ope, either belligerents 
or 
neu­ 
trals. No one desires a return to 
such a status." 


Xo War Declared 


At a later press conference, Mr. 
Roosevelt was asked why the neu­ 
trality act, forbidding loans to bel­ 
ligerents, had never been applied 
to the Russo-Finnish war. He re­ 
plied that the struggle is an un- 
rieelared war. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s proposal stirred 
up a fliury of senate debate on 
the implications of the proposal 
and evoked demands 
that 
it be 
considered not only by the bank­ 
ing committee, but the foreign re­ 
lations committee as well. It was 
ultimately agreed that that pro- 
?edure should be followed. 


“If we lift the restrictions In the 
neutrality act on credits to for­ 
eign ^atione, it Is easy to see 
have destroyed the very heart of 
the neutrality act,” asserted .Sen­

May Set Precedent 


How extensive 
the opposition 
was could not be determined, al­ 
though it was understood that a 
number of the senators who op­ 
posed the 
president’s 
neutrality 
act revision bill were apprehens­ 
ive least a loan to Finland be used 
later as a precedent for loans to 
Dtlier warring nations. 


The general feeling was, how­ 
ever, that in view of 
the 
wide­ 
spread American sympathy for the 
little 
Baltic 
state in its conflict 
with Russia, Mr. Roosevelt would 
ultimately have his way and as­ 
sistance to Finland be approved. 


In the house, Majority Leader 
Rayburn, of Texas, suggested that 
if Finland did not need the non- 
military commodities she bought 
with money borrowed from Amer­ 
ica. she could trade them to other 
nations for more urgently needed 
goods. 


Rayburn made that statement 
in replying to a speech by Rep. 
Fish (R-NY), who criticized Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt for not making a 
more 
specific 
recommendation 
with regard to aid for Finland. 
The New Yorker said, 
however, 
that for once in recent years he 
was willing to uphold the presi-

work, in sacrifice. Yet it is a call 
to duty that no citizen can ignore. 
My answer is yes.” 


Contest For Dewey 
The publisher’s candidacy pre­ 
sages a contest 
for 
New 
York 
state’s 92 votes in the Republican 
national convention. 
Thomas 
E. 
Dewey, New York county district 
attorney, several weeks ago an­ 
nounced his candidacy 
and 
has 
made several addresses. 


The publisher keynoted his ad­ 
dress tonight on the 
“preserva­ 
tion of democracy” 
and cultiva­ 
tion of 
“the abundant fruits of 
private enterprise.” 


“We 
can bring back and pre­ 
serve democracy, along with pros­ 
perity,” he told the more than 1,- 
300 who attended the reception 
and dinner. “New dealers do not 
believe in private enterprise. The 
only way to stop them is to get rid 
of them. 


“But rooting them out is not 
enough. We must plant again, and 
cultivate, the abundant fruits of 
private enterprise.”

He was

graduated from Cornell university 
with Phi Beta Kappa honors in 
1898.

RED ESPIONAGE 


Earl Browder Charged 
With Using False 
U. S. Passport 


New York, Jan. 16 (JP)—-Earl 
Browder, the national Communist 
leader, goes to trial tomorrow for 
passport fraud in an already cele­ 
brated case filled with suggestions 
of international intrigue. 


The main witness against him, 
the government indicated tonight, 
might be an erstwhile fellow revo­ 
lutionary, 
Nicholas 
Dozenberg, 
who has pleaded guilty to a simi­ 
lar charge, 
publicly 
renounced 
Communism and indicated a will­ 
ingness to tell an extraordinary 
story of Soviet espionage against 
one 
of 
tlio 
crowned 
heads of 
Europe. 


Browder, who as general secre­ 
tary of the Communist party, 
U. S. A., is its most authoritative 
voice, 
is 
accused specifically of 
having obtained and used a pass­ 
port through 
falBe 
representa­ 
tions. 


His 
indictment 
followed 
his 
acknowledgement, last September 
6, before the Dies committee In 
Washington that he had traveled 
abroad on a passport bearing a 
fictitious name, and his invocation 
of his constitutional rights to 
avoid giving the committee the 
details.

The Lieksa Russian front really 
is a series of outposts to guard

about 15 miles apart. 


Deep valleys 
on 
broad-topped 
hills forested with tall pines, firs 
and evergreen create an illusion 
of a high mountainous area like 
the Colorado Rockies.

Hidden in the forest are the 
Finnish troops— f>0 men in a cam­ 
ouflaged tent, 100 in a series of 
long, warm dugouts, or 150 a lit­ 
tle farther on in a jwcluded farm­ 
house. 


Trees have been felled in a crlsa 
cross, jigsaw* fashion and barbed 
wire strung belter skelter in the 
woods. One largo section has been 
cleared of trees to facilitate artil­ 
lery fires. The tree- trunks form a 
barrier to Soviet tanks. 


Such are the main fortifications 
on the Finnish side of this snow- 
covered. frozen landscape. 


They have been constructed In 
the last month to guard against a 
repetition of the Russian invasion 
of Nov. 30 which caught the Finns 
here by surprise.

Europe and again wo are told that thin is 
R war for the defence

civilization,”

address at Rochester, N. Y. "It is beinK 
fought by the son.s of the men who wiificcl 
the last war. Already some of them .stand 
where their fathers rest under rows of 
small white wooden crosses. 


"Some ten million young men have been 
mobilized to fight this new war,” contin­ 
ued Mr. Gannett. It is difficult 
for 
our 
minds to grasp this fieure. 
If these ten 
million men could be marched past us in 
military formation, &5 days 
and 
night 
would elapse before that vast army could 
pass. But that is the number who died in 
iltp last war— ten million dead! Ten thou­ 
sand miles of wooden crosses! 


” It is needless to discuss the absurdity 
anti stupidity of war. Wc know from 
the 
awful experiences of the first World AVar 
what a devilish, devastating, 
murderous, 
useless thing l.s war. Every country that 
participates must be the loser. No matter 
■who may be called the victor on the bat­ 
tlefield, both sides are victims. 


"It is not our buslneBs to 
police 
the 
world or to determine what kind of 
gov- 
ernmput any other nation shall have. We 
do not permit any country 
to 
interforo 
■with our Ideas of government. Why .should 
we interfere with theirs? 
Our 
task 
in 
-America is to set an example for the rest 
of the world. If people of all nations can 
live here as brothers and 
friends, 
why 
cannot they so live in the Old World? 


‘‘It is up to us to preserve our form of 
government, protect our Con.stitutlon and 
our system of free enterprise, and to ke,>p 
out of war. It wo enter thi s war we are 
going to surrender all of the rights and 
privileges that wo now enjoy. IMans 
al­ 
ready have been drafted for efficient hut 
ruthless regimentation of the country for 
the prosecution of war, If it comes.

only would our youth be sent to 
battl»*. 
but every man and woman would bo draft­ 
ed for some form of Bervice.

It all began when the people who lived 
high up in the Swiss mountains decided 
to form a loose confederation of 
their 
own, separate from other German leagues 
of small cities and communities common 
in central Europe in those days. 


But Duke I.eopold HI of Austria

anxious to get more “ lebensraum” and to 
extend 
the "sphere of Influence” of his 
Hapsburg empire. With 24,000 of the best 
soldiers of Austria and

I-lke Finland, this is tough country to 
attack.

Washington— The various 
state 
presi­ 
dential primaries are going to be no help 
in breaking the President’s silence on the 
third term question. 


Political leaders were counting on these 
contests to force him to show his 
hand. 
But he has worked out a canny strategy 
to outwit them. 


Private word has gone out from 
the 
White House to third-term boomers that 
the President is not sanctioning the entry 
of his name in any primary 
w’here 
the 
state law requires a personal authorization 
from a candidate. On the other hand, noth­ 
ing will be done to 
stop 
any 
slate 
of 
pledged delegates in states where the per­ 
mission of candidates is not needed. 


In other words, “He ain’t sayin’ yes and 
he ain’t sayin’ no”— as usual. 


This wily evasion was put to first use 
last week in meeting an undercover situ­ 
ation that had developed in Ohio. 
This 
state requires candidates to make written 
declarations, and a number of state lead­ 
ers made a secret drive to persuade Roose­ 
velt to enter the primary. They assured 
him of a hands-down victory, and argued 
that by sweeping Ohio he would torpedo 
all the other Democratic hopefuls, thus en­ 
sure his certain domination of the conven­ 
tion.

White House to third-term boomers that 
the President is not sanctioning the entry 
of his name in any primary

By Several Bad 
Experiences

Brussels— If the Nazis plunge 
their armies through Belgium in 
the endeavor 
to 
outflank 
the 
French Maginot Line, the inter­ 
national spotlight will once more 
fall upon the tragic king of a 
tragic little country. 


It is doubtful whether any re­ 
gion suffered so much in the last 
war as did Belgium. 


Also it is doubtful whether any 
head of a state in all the world 
has had so many tragedies in his 
own life as have befallen Leopold 
III, the 38-year-old King of the 
Belgians. 


At 13, an age when most boys 
are at school, and even the poor 
ones^havo some fun with their 
comp'anions, Leopold accompanied 
his father, King Albert, in the re­ 
treat of the Belgian army before 
the overwhelming mass of invad­ 
ing German troops. 


Behind were left his palace in 
Brussels, 
his 
play-mates, his 
books, his precious possessions.

When the retreat was finally 
stopped, the Belgians were only 
left with a tiny northwest patch 
of their country, which they vali­ 
antly defended for the balance of 
the war.

W o m an ’s club 
Monday evening a t the Ludington 
hotel. 


“ Our main problem as foresters 
here is to make th e idle lands pro­ 
ductive.” stated Mr. W’ohlen, out­ 
lining the H iaw atha 
and 
Mar­ 
quette 
Forests 
program. 
"W e 
have so far planted trees on about 
65.000 acres; there still are about 
160.000 acres left to be planted. 
Our future plans call 
for 
the 
planting of 160,000 acres, or ap­ 
proximately 20.000,000 trees each 
year. 
These trees are raised at 
our tree nursery at Manistique 
which has a capacity of approxi­ 
mately 60,000.000 trees. 


“ Though reforestation of these 
idle lands is the main work at 
present, forestry as a profession 
has become lately a problem of 
multiple land use. that is. we try 
to develop our areas for the p ur­ 
pose for which the land is best 
adapted, if a local demand for 
such use exists. 
If tiie land is 
best suited for recreation, then we 
develop it mainly with the object 
of meeting the needs along recre­ 
ation lines. 
If an area is suited 
for wildlife, it will be o ur aim to 
improve 
conditions 
for 
wildlife 
and in our plantations which are 
mainly Intended to grow trees for 
timber products, we plant trees 
th a t have food value for birds, 
and in our cedar swamps where 
deer secure their winter food sup­ 
ply, we do our work 
with 
the 
object in mind of improving win­ 
ter food conditions for the deer- 
Restoration of Ue.soiircc£ 


“ We are improving th e streams 
to make them more suitable for 
lish life and do considerable plant­ 
ing of fish in streams and lakes, 
and also plant wild rice in lakes 
for water fowl. 
We have set aside 
certain areas for blueberry pro­ 
duction w’here conditions aro such 
that they will mean more to the 
local 
community 
tha n 
raising 
trees. 


“ Our aim i.s to restore all re­ 
sources that the land is capable 
of supporting so that the harvest­ 
ing of the timber crop and use of 
tho natural resources will provide 
employment for local people, take 
them off the relief rolls and re­ 
duce local taxes and expenditures. 


“The restoration of natural re­ 
sources once they have been de­ 
vastated will take a long time, but 
the future outlook for tho upper 
peninsula seems to me to be very 
favorable.’’ ho said. 
“The main 
threat to our efforts to build up 
tho forests and make them con­ 
tribute toward local security and 
welfare is ilre. 
That is a prob­ 
lem that no one agency can solve. 
Pi’actlcally all our fires are man- 
cau.sed and preventable, and only 
with the active cooperation and 
support of every organization and 
individual can we hope to keep 
fires down.” 


Survey of Forest roiulitlon^ 
Mr. Wohlen prefaced his discus­ 
sion of present day activities in 
th e departm ent with a survey of 
the forest situation from the lime 
forest covered practically one-half 
the area of th e 
United 
States, 
throtigh the big timber operations, 
and finally to the stage of awak­ 
ening to the fact th at the forests 
wero being rapidly depleted and 
that an active program of refor- 
tstation was a necessity.

Reforestation 
Program Topic 
At Club Meeting 


A comprehensive and intensely 
interesting address, embracing the 
history and development of refor­ 
estation in this country, and set­ 
ting forth in detail th e present 
program of the United States F o r­ 
est Service, particularly 
in 
the 
upper peninsula, was 
given 
by 
Paul A. Wohlen, district su p e r­ 
visor of the Forest Service, at a 
dinner meeting of the Business 
and 
Professional 
W o m a n ’s 
club 
Monday evening at the Ludington 
hotel. 
“ Our main problem as foresters 
here is to make the idle lands pro­ 
ductive.” stated Mr. Wohlen, out­ 
lining the Hiawatha 
and 
Mar­ 
quette 
Forests 
program. 
“ We 
have so far planted trees on about 
65.000 acres; there still are about 
160.000 acres left to be planted. 
Our future plans call 
for 
the 
planting of 160,000 acres, or ap­ 
proximately 20.000,000 trees each 
year. 
These trees are raised at 
our 
tree nursery at. Manistique 
which has a capacity of approxi­ 
mately 60,000.000 trees. 
“ Though reforestation of these 
idle lands is the main work at 
present, forestry as a profession 
lias become lately a problem of 
multiple land use, th a t is. we try 
to develop our areas for the p ur­ 
pose for which the land is best 
adapted, if a local dem and for 
such use exists. 
If the land is 
best suited for recreation, then we 
develop it mainly with the object 
of meeting the needs along recre­ 
ation lines. 
If an area is suited 
for wildlife, it will be o ur aim to 
improve 
conditions 
for 
wildlife 
and in our plantations which are 
mainly intended to grow trees for 
timber products, we plant trees 
that 
have food value for birds, 
and in our cedar swamps where 
deer secure their winter food sup­ 
ply, we do our work 
with 
the 
object in mind of improving win­ 
ter food conditions for the deer. 
Restoration of Resources 
“ We are improving th e streams 
to m a k e them more suitable for 
fish life and do considerable plant­ 
ing of fish in streams and lakes. 
and also plant wild rice in lakes 
for water fowl. 
We have set aside 
certain areas for blueberry pro­ 
duction where conditions are such 
that they will mean more to the 
local 
community 
tliau 
raising 
trees. 
“ Our aim is to restore all re­ 
sources that the land is capable 
of supporting so that the harvest­ 
ing of tile timber crop and use of 
tho n a tu ra l resources will provide 
employment for local people, take 
them off tile relief rolls and re­ 
duce local taxes and expenditures. 
“ T he restoration of natural re­ 
sources once they have been de­ 
vastated will take a long time, but 
the fu tu re outlook for th e upper 
peninsula seems to me to be very 
favorable,” lie said. 
“ The main 
threat to our efforts to build up 
the forests and make them con­ 
tribute toward local security and 
welfare is fire. 
T hat is a prob­ 
lem th a t no one agency can solve. 
Practically all our fires are man- 
caused and preventable, and only 
with the active cooperation and 
support of every organization and 
individual can we hope to keep 
fires down.” 
Survey of Forest Condition* 
Mr. Wohlen prefaced his discus­ 
sion of present day activities in 
the departm ent witli a survey of 
the forest situation from th e time 
forest covered practically one-half 
the area of the 
United 
States, 
th ro u g h the big timber operations, 
and finally to the stage of a w a k ­ 
ening to the fact that, the forests 
were being rapidly depleted and 
that an active program of retor­ 
ts! at ion was a necessity.

stabilization fund, of course, but 
Treasury lawyers say that couldn't 
be tapped without a special act of 
Congress. 


Rather more than two billion 
could be taken out of the lending 
agencies— but they’d all have 
to 
shut up shop, which 
would

rather bumpy. 
Some $900,000,- 
000 in silver certificates could be 
issued . . . and the Treasury does 
have the authority to issue three 
billions in unsecured greenbacks. 


That really could happen, 
by 
the way. 
Inflation isn’t too far 
off. if Congress doesn’t watch its 
step.

was set, the flag-bearer withdrew 
— apparently by request from the 
White House.

pretty sick man. 
Overwork last 
summer and fall told on his heart. 
Rest has fixed him up, and he’ll 
be back here soon. 


I never saw a more tired-look- 
ing man than Dies was one eve­ 
ning last summer when he 
re­ 
laxed in his office after a day­ 
long committee session. Slumped 
in his chair, he rubbed his eyes 
and mused: 


“Down in Texas I've got all a 
man could ask — a nice home, 
plenty of air and sunshine, hunt­ 
ing and fishing if I want ’em. lots 
of friends, no telephones, no wor­ 
ries . . . Isn't a man a damn fool 
to leave that for this kind of a 
job?”

Rather more than two billion 
could be taken out of the lending 
agencies— but they’d all have

billions in unsecured greenbacks.

H e’s bringing with him Taisto 
Maki, a Finnish runner of a now' 
generation, and Nurmi probably 
will aid in guiding a tour in the 
interest of the Finnish relief fund, 
a tour similar to Nurmi’s own tour 
in the fabulous 20’s. 


They might hit the same tow-ns, 
but it won’t be tho 
same 
tour. 
There never will be another like 
the one made by the silent Finn 
in that era of dollars and dizzi- 
ne.ss; an era of Joneses and Til- 
dens and Ruths and Dempseys: of 
million-dollar gates and tw'o-bit 
cigars. 


Ilccoines Celebrity 


Just two decades ago tho sports 
world at large became aware that 
a Finnish youth named Ntirmi was 
a trifle extraordinary when it came 
to foot racing. 
He had won the 


10.000-meter and the cross-coun­ 
try events at the 1920 Olympic 
Games, and follow’ed those per­ 
formances by breaking world rec­ 
ords at six miles and ten kilo­ 
meters. 


There followed news of other 
recoixi-breaking feats and amaz­ 
ing victories, and after tlie 1924 
Olympic Games, in which he set 
records for the 1,500-meter and 
5.000-meter events and w'on the 
10.000-meter run, 
America was 
Nurmi-conscious. 


He arrived in New York, Sep­ 
tember 12. 1924, and in his first 
appearance lived up to advance 
notices by setting world indoor 
marks for the mile, 1,500-meter 
and 5.000-meter events. 


That was enough to fan the al­ 
ready glowing fire of public inter­ 
est. 
Overnight he became an in­ 
ternational celebrity. 
Promoters 
clamored for his 
services, 
the 
newspaper headlines shouted Nur­ 
mi this and Nurmi 
that as he 
made a grand tour of one-night 
stands under the direction of Hugo 
Qnist. 
Packed arnfories and field 
houses greeted his every appear­ 
ance, and he came tlirough with 
practically an unbroken string of 
victories. 


Stoi'iiiK Blow Over 


But there were harsli notes in 
the symphony of success— charges 
that gold was trickling into Nur­ 
m i’s amateur coffer; that he had 
failed to keep engagements. 


Through 
it all Nurmi 
main­ 
tained a tight-lipped calm and Hie 
storms invariably blew over. 
He 
was accused of demanding exces­ 
sive expenses to appear at Chi­ 
c a g o and at Des Moines, but the 
Midwest A. A. U. cleared him on 
tho grounds he wasn't responsible 
for Quist’s actions. 


H e was threatened with suspen­ 
sion for failing to appear at Kan­ 
sas City and at Hartford, but on 
both occasions he got the all-clear 
signal. 


He had color, but it was in the 
rhythm of his stride and not his 
words. 
A sample of IiIb speech 
was the cryptic explanation of an 
ankle injury suffered enroute to 
the 1932 Olympics at Los Ange­ 
les. 


“ Yesterday, 
on 
traiu. 
Xoth- 
ing.” 


So remarkable was his success 
that offers to turn pro flooded in. 
A circus offered him $60,000 for 
20 weeks. 
In 1925 alone he is 
reported to have turned down bids 
totaling $250,000, 


But the blow finally fell, leav­ 
ing him a stunned spectator at the 
1932 Olympics, and bringing in­ 
dignant 
demonstrations 
at 
Hel­ 
sinki. 
He was banned by the I. A. 
A. F., and the ban stood, despite 
petitions 
by rival athletes that 
he be allowed to compete at Los 
Angeles. 


The saga of the great Nurmi 
apparently had ended. 


But he’s coming back, not as a 
runner, 
but 
bringing his name 
and another great trackman. He'll 
find a friendly public— and mem­ 
ories. 


In announcing purchase of the 
Lions

BASEBALL LAW 
MADE AIRTIGHT 


Secret Player Transfers 
to Draw Fine Every 
Time, Says Landis

Chicago, Jan, 16. (/P)~K enesaw 
Mountain Landis, commissioner of 
baseball, laid down the law to or­ 
ganized baseball today in a dras­ 
tic ruling designed to wipe out il- 
h'gal “cover-up” player deals be­ 
tween major and 
minor 
loagtie 
clubs. 


In 
a 
seven-point declaration, 
Landis ruled that in every future 
instance t)f a secret player trans­ 
fer or similar covert practico ho 
would impose a fine of $500 on 
the club and outlaw tho partici­ 
pating officials, as well as declar­ 
ing tho idñ7 cr involved a frcc- 
agent. 


In .iddition. T^andis warned that 
a fine of $1,000 would be assessed 
from a club making any 
agree­ 
ment “ found to misrepresent 
or 
untruthfully report any material 
fact.” Officials executing such a 
certificate, Landis ruled, also will 
bo placed on ihe ineligible list. 


No Blank ( ’ontracts 


Landis’ 
now 
rulings followed 
his sensational decision 
against 
(he Detroit Tigers’ farm system — 
a decision which 
granted 
free 
agency to 91 players, 
including 
major 
leaguers 
Benny 
McCoy. 
TiRers’ rookie 
socond 
baseman, 
valued at $4 0,000. and Roy Cul- 
lenbine, an outfielder bearing a 
$10.000 pric etag. 


Commissioner 
Landis 
isstied 
these fivo new rules of conduct 
and two penalty clauses: 


(1) Players must not be signed 
to blank contracts and a true copy 
of tho contract must bo delivered 
to and left with the player. 


(2) Players must not be signed 
for other clubs, directly 
or 
In­ 
directly. whether owned, affiliated 
or independent. 


(3) Players must not be placed 
with other clubs, 
except under 
proper transfer agreements, 
duly 
filed 
for 
promulgation, 
which 
agreements must bo optional as­ 
signments if tho assignor desires 
to retain a right of acquisition ex­ 
ercisable before the player 
has 
passed through a selection period 
at which he is subject to selection.

Becom es Celebrity 
Just two decades ago the sports 
world at large became aw are that 
a Finnish youth named Nurm i was 
a trifle extraordinary wdien it came 
to foot racing. 
He had won the 
10.000-meter and the cross-coun­ 
try events at th e 1920 Olympic 
Games, an d followed those per­ 
formances by breaking world rec­ 
ords at six miles and ten kilo­ 
meters. 
T here followed news of other 
record-breaking feats and am a z ­ 
ing victories, and after the 1924 
Olympic Games, in which he set 
records for th e 1,500-meter and 
5.000-meter events and won the 
10.000-meter run, 
America was 
Nurmi-conscious. 
He arrived in New York, Sep­ 
tember 12. 1924, and in his first 
appearance lived up to advance 
notices by setting world indoor 
m arks for th e mile, 1,500-meter 
and 5,000-meter events. 
That was e nough to fan the al­ 
ready glowing fire of public in ter­ 
est. 
Overnight he became an in­ 
ternational celebrity. 
Prom oters 
clamored for his 
services. 
the 
newspaper headlines shouted N u r­ 
mi this and Nurm i th at as he 
made a g ra n d tour of one-night 
stands u n d er th e direction of Hugo 
Quist. 
P acke d arnfbries and field 
houses greeted his every a p p e ar­ 
ance, and he came through with 
practically a n unbroken string of 
victories. 
Storms Blow Over 
But th e re were harsh notes in 
the sy m phony of success— charges 
th a t gold was trickling into N u r­ 
m i’s a m a t e u r coffer; that he had 
failed to keep engagements. 
T hrough 
it 
all Nurm i 
m ain ­ 
tained a tight-lipped calm and the 
storms invariably blew over. 
He 
was accused of demanding exces­ 
sive expenses to appear at Chi­ 
cago and at Des Moines, but the 
Midwest A. A. U. cleared him on 
the grounds he w asn’t responsible 
for Quist’s actions. 
He was threatened with suspen­ 
sion for failing to appear at K a n ­ 
sas City an d at Hartford, but on 
both occasions he got the all-clear 
signal. 
He had color, but it was in the 
rhythm of his stride and not his 
words. 
A sample of his speech 
was th e cryptic explanation of an 
ankle injury suffered enroute to 
the 1932 Olympics at Los Ange­ 
les.

ing." 
So re m a rk a b le was his success 
that offers to tu rn pro flooded in. 
A circus offered him $60,000 for 
20 weeks.

In addition. Landis warned th a t 
a fine of $1,000 would br assessed

fact.’* Officials executing such a 
certificate, Landis ruled, also will 
bo placed oil the ineligible list. 
No Blank Contracts 
Landis’ 
new 
rulings followed 
his sensational decision 
against 
the Detroit T ig e rs’ farm system — 
a decision which 
granted 
free 
agency to 91 players, 
Including 
m ajor 
leaguers 
Benny 
McCoy7, 
Tigers* rookie 
second 
baseman, 
valued at $4 0,000. and Roy Cul- 
lenbine, an outfield er bearing a 
$10,000 pric etag. 
Commissioner 
Landis 
issued 
these five new rules of conduct 
and two penalty clauses:

"/•pWENTY-ONE years after the end of 


A the last war. we have another war in 


Europe and again we are told that this is 
a war for the defence 
of civilization," 


said Publisher Frank Gannett in a recent 
address at Rochester, N. Y. "It is being 
fought by the sons of the men who waged 
the last war. Already some of them stand 
where their fathers rest under rows of 
small white wooden crosses. 


"Some ten million young men have been 


mobilized to fight this new war," contin- 
ued Mr. Gannett. It is difficult 
for 
our 


minds to grasp this figure. If these ten 
million men could be marched past us in 
military formation, 55 days and 
night 


would elapse before that vast army could 
pass. But that is the number who died in 
the last war—ten million dead! Ten thou- 
sand miles of wooden crosses! 


"It is needless to discuss the absurdity 


and stupidity of war. We know from 
the- 


awful experiences of the first World AVar 
what a devilish, devastating, 
murderous, 


useless thing is war. Every country that 
participates must be the loser. No matter 
who may.be called the victor on the bat- 
tlefield, both sides are victims. 


"It is not our business to police the 


world or to determine what kind of gov- 
ernment any other nation shall have. We 
do not permit any country to interfere 
with our ideas of government. Why should 
we interfere with theirs? 
Our task 
in 


America is to set an example for the rest 
of the world. If people of all nations can 
live here as brothers and 
friends, 
why 


cannot they so live in the Old World? 


"It is up to us to preserve our form of 


government, protect our Constitution and 
our system of free enterprise, and to keep 
out of .war. If we enter this war we are 
going to surrender all of the rights and 
privileges that -we now enjoy. Plans 
al- 


ready have been drafted for efficient but 
ruthless regimentation of the country for 
the prosecution, of war, if it conies. 
Not 


only would our youth he sent to battle, 
but every man and woman would be draft- 
ed for some form of service. Freedom of 
the press and 
radio 
would disappear. 


Should we enter the war, our Government 
would have all the dictatorial powers now 
in the hands of the rulers of totalitarian 
states in Europe. If we are to preserve 
our system of constitutional government, 
our freedom and our liberty, we must 
make sure that we do not enter this war.''

much safer to travel on the airlines than 
in one's own automobile.

Murphy Confirmed 


CONFIRMATION by the senate of 
the 


*-' appointment of 
Attorney 
General 


Frank Murphy to the supreme court was 
forecast by the endorsement given him by 
the senate judiciary committee. 


Elevation of the former governor to the 


highest tribunal, it is surprising to find, 
is being viewed with considerable satis- 
faction in Michigan. Editorial comment in 
newspapers, which had bitterly criticized 
Murphy for his handling of the sit-down 
strikes and other actions while he 
was 


governor, indicates pleasure that 
this 


great honor was accorded to a native of 
this state. 


President Roosevelt's appointments have 


run counter to the traditional beliefs of 
the people, however. We have been 
ac- 


customed to think that appointment 
to 


ihe supreme court should come as reward 
to a citizen, who has had a long record 
of outstanding service as judge in 
the 


lower courts. We cannot escape the feel- 
ing that Senator Hugo Black and Attorney 
General Frank Murphy were appointed 
more for their political service to the New 
Deal administration than for their judicial 
ability. 


However, the general tone 
of 
public 


opinion is that Murphy, despite his lack of 
judicial experience, will properly assume 
the role of a supreme court justice. Even 
those who have been wary of his liberal- 
ism are inclined to think that he will be- 
come conservative as time goes on. 


Murphy's appointment has clarified the 


political situation considerably for 
the 


Democratic party in Michigan. As supreme 
court justice, he no longer will take 
an 


active interest in polities. As a result, the 
leadership of the Democratic party in this 
state is conceded to Murray D. Van Wag- 
oner, state highway commissioner. It may 
be that the avoidance of a party conflict 
in Michigan was also considered as one of 
the good reasons for the appointment.

Brussels—If the Nazis plunge 


their armies through Belgium in 
the endeavor to outflank the 
French Maginot Line, the inter- 
national spotlight will once more 
fall upon the tragic king of a 
tragic little country. 
It is doubtful whether any re- 


gion suffered so much in the last 
war as did Belgium. 
Also it is doubtful whether any 


head of a state in all the world 
has had so many tragedies in his 
own life as have befallen Leopold 
III, the 38-year-old King of the 
Belgians. 
At 13, an age when most boys 


are at school, and even the poor 
ones have some fun -with their 
companions, Leopold accompanied 
his father. King Albert, in the re 
treat of the Belgian army before 
the overwhelming mass of invad 
ing German troops. 


Behind were left his palace in 


Brussels, 
his 
play-mates, his 


books, his precious possessions. 
KXEW SOLBIER'S 
HARDSHIPS EARLY 


When the retreat was finally 


stopped, tlu. Belgians were only 
left with a tiny northwest patch 
of their country, which they vali- 
antly defended for the balance of 
the war. 
Here King Albert re- 


mained with his men. 
Here he 


kept his son. 
In fact, he made 


the boy, at 14, join the troops and 
take his turn at digging trenches 
and all the rest of the hard work 


. of a private soldier. 


. Then came the peace and the 


restoration of his country. 
Bel- 


gium was free once more. 
The 


King lived in his palace once 
again. Leopold went to Eton Col- 
lege in England and then to the 
University of Ghent. 
He looked forward to a long 


period of happy married life with 
the 
lovely 
Swedish 
Princess 


Astrid, whom he wed in 1926. 


Then one tragic morning Leo- 


pold learned that his father had 
lost his life in mountain climbing. 
Leopold was now King. Eighteen 
months later, when on a holiday 
motoring trip in Switzerland with 
Astrid, happy wife and proud 
mother of his children, there was 
in automobile accident. 


His wife was killed. It nearly 


broke his heart. Certainly for a 
long time It crushed his spirit.

His time as King since then has 


not 
been without Its troubles 


There were economic and socio- 
logical domestic crises. 


Then, with the rise of Hitle: 


and his Nazis, King Leopold faced 
a. new danger for his country and 
emphatically proclaimed its neil- 
trality. 


Before that, It had been the 


virtual military ally of France. 


. Once more France and England 
and Germany recognized ita neu- 
trality. 
But Leopold realized the tragic 


possibilities for a little country 
wedged in between France and 
Germany. He supported the Par- 
liamentary program to build a 
line of forts protecting Belgian 
frontiers. He furthered every ef- 
fort to have a strong Belgian 
irmy. 
So, as the clouds of war once 


more darken her borders, Belgium 
is as ready as a small but rich 
country can make itself against a 
great power.

Program Topic 
At Club Meeting I 


A comprehensive aud intensely 


interesting address, embracing the 
history and development of refor- 
estation in this country, and set- 
ting forth in detail the present 
program of the United States For- 
est Service, particularly in the 
upper peninsula, was 
given 
by 


Paul A. Wohleu, district super- 
visor of the Forest Service, at a 
dinner meeting of the Business 
and Professional Woman's club 
Monday evening at the Ludington 
hotel. 


"Our main problem as foresters 


here is to make the idle lands pro- 
ductive," stated Mr. Wohlen, out- 
lining the Hiawatha 
and 
Mar- 


quette 
Forests 
program. 
"We 


have so far planted trees on about 
65.000 acres; there still are about 
160.000 acres left to be planted. 
Our future plans call 
for 
the 


planting of 160,000 acres, or ap- 
proximately 20,000,000 trees each 
year. 
These trees are raised at 


our tree nursery at Manistique 
•which has a capacity of approxi- 
mately 60,000.000 trees. 


"Though reforestation of these 


die lands is the main work at 
present, forestry as a profession 
las become lately a problem of 
multiple land use. that is. we try 
o develop our areas for the pur- 
pose for which the land is best 
adapted, if a local demand for 
uch use exists. 
If the land is 


best suited for recreation, then we 
develop it mainly with the object 
if meeting the needs along recre- 
ation lines. If an area is suited 
or wildlife, it will be our aim to 
mprove conditions for wildlife 
ind in our plantations which are 
nainly intended to grow trees for 
timber products, we plant trees 
hat have food value for birds, 
and in our cedar swamps where 
deer secure their winter food sup- 
ply, we do our work with the 
object in mind of improving win- 
ner food conditions for the deer- 


Restoration of Resources 


'We are improving the streams 


to make them more suitable for 
fish life.and 'do considerable plant- 
ing offish in streams and lakes, 
and also plant wild rice in lakes 
for water fowl. We have set aside 
certain areas for blueberry pro- 
duction where conditions are such 
that they will mean more to the 
local 
community than 
raising 


trees'.' 


"Our aim is to restore all re- 


sources that the land is capable 
of supporting so that the harvest- 
ing of the timber crop and use of 
the,natural resources will provide 
employment for local people, take 
them off the relief rolls and re- 


uce local taxes and expenditures. 
•"The restoration of natural re- 
ources once they have been de- 
astated will take a long time, but 
he future outlook for the upper 
aeninsula seems to me to be very 
avorable," he said. 
"The main 


hreat to our efforts to build up 
he forests and make them con- 
.ribute toward local security and 
velfare is fire. 
That is a prob- 


em that no one agency can solve. 
Practically all our fires are man- 
caused and preventable, and only 
with the active cooperation and 
support of every organization and 
individual can we hope to keep 
ires- down." 


Survey of Forest Conditions 
Mr. Wohlen prefaced his discus- 


sion of present day activities in 
the department with a survey of 
the forest situation from the time 
forest covered practically one-half 
the area of the 
United 
States, 


through the big timber operations, 
and finally to the stage of awak- 
ening to the fact that the forests 
were being rapidly depleted and 
that an active program of refor- 
tstation was a necessity.

FORJUTOUR 


Silent Finn Brings New 


Runner to Help 


Relief Fund 


BY WHITNEY MARTIN 


New York, Jan. 16 (/p)—Paavo 


Nurmi is returning to this coun- 
try 
Probably not to run. as time 


is'not kind to wind and limb, and 
more than a decade has passed 
since his name was a household 
word in foot racing. 
He's bringing with him Taisto 


Maki, a Finnish runner of a new 
generation, and Nurmi probably 
will aid in guiding a tour in the 
interest of the Finnish relief fund, 
a tour similar to Nurmi's own tour 
in the fabulous 20's. 


They might hit the same towns, 


but it won't be the 
same- tour. 


There never will be another like 
the one made by the silent Finn 
in that era of dollars and dizzi- 
ness; an era of Joneses and Til- 
dens and Ruths and Dempseys; of 
million-dollar gates and two-bit 
cigars. Becomes Celebrity 


Just two decades ago the sports 


world at large became aware that 
a Finnish youth named Nurmi was 
a trifle extraordinary when it came 
to foot racing. 
He had won the 


10,000-meter and the cross-coun- 
try events at the 1920 Olympic 
Games, and followed those per- 
-formaneesiby^breaking world rec- 
ords at sis miles and ten kilo- 
meters. 


There followed news of other 


record-breaking feats and arnaz- 
ng victories, and after the 1924 
Olympic Games, in which he set 
records for the 1,500-meter and 
5.000-meter events and won the 
10,000-meter run, America was 
'furmi-conscious. 


He arrived in New York, Sep- 


tember 12, 1924, and in his first 
appearance lived up to advance 
notices by setting world indoor 
narks for the mile, 1,500-meter 
and 5,000-meter events. 


That was enough to fan the al- 


ready glowing fire of public inter- 
est. 
Overnight he became an in- 


ternational celebrity. 
Promoters 


clamored for his 
services, 
the 


newspaper headlines shouted Nur- 
mi this and Nurmi that as he 
made a grand tour of one-night 
stands under the direction of Hugo 
Quist. Packed arnfories and field 
houses greeted his every appear- 
ance, and he came through with 
practically an unbroken string of 
victories. 


Storms Blow Over 


But there were harsh notes in 


the symphony of success—charges 
that gold was trickling into Nur- 
mi's amateur coffer: that he had 
failed to keep engagements. 


Through it all Nurmi main- 


tained a tight-lipped calm and the 
storms invaoriably blew over. 
He 


was accused of demanding exces- 
sive expenses to appear at Chi- 
cago and at Des Moines. but the 
Midwest A. A. U. cleared him on 
the grounds he wasn't responsible 
for Quist's actions. 


He was threatened with suspen- 


ion for failing to appear at Kan- 
as City and at Hartford, but on 
both occasions he got the all-clear 
ignal. 


He had color, but it was in the 


rhythm of his stride and not his 
words. 
A sample of his speech 


was the cryptic explanation of an 
ankle injury suffered enroute to 
he 1932 Olympics at Los Ange- 
es.
